Rapid City, S. Dak., Aug. 9.—The ad- 
ministration is leaying the naval door 
open, with a view to bargaining with 
the next Congress, it was indicated here 
today, following a conference between 
the President and Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur. 

Both made known to newspaper men 

afterward that the situation was con- 
sidered to be just where it was before 
the Geneva parley, and that this coun- 
try would go ahead with its building 
program as though the parley had never 
taken place. But as to just what this 
program is remains to be seen. 
. ‘The country now is building, or has 
authority to build, eight additional 
cruisers of the 10,000-ton class and 
equip them with 8-inch guns, which 
the British do not like. The keels for 
two of these cruisers have been laid 
and work will get under way on the 
other six in short order, now that the 
parley jhas failed. All of this will be itn 
addition to the @en cruisers of the 
Omaha, or 7,500-ton class, which the 
country already has. It will be about 
three years before they are in commis- 
Sion. 

Now, from this point on, it is be- 
lieved that the President is waiting to 
see the temper of Congress. 


Program Not to Be Affected. 


At the press conference the President 
disciosed that this country’s building 
program would go ahead as though 
there had never been a Geneva parley, 
but it will not go ahead because there 
was a Geneva parley. Nothing that hap- 
pened at Geneva warrants any change 
in this policy or increase in the. naval 
building program, in the President’s 
opinion. The program was formulated 
on conditions having no regard of the 
Geneva parley, the President made 
known, but he had hoped that the par- 
ley would make it possible to abandon 
it or materially cut it. But the parley 
failed, so the program will be carried 
out. 

But just what this program is, is an- 
other matter. At the press conference 
with the President the impression was 
obtained that the eight cruisers, al- 
ready building or authorized, was about 
all he had immediately in mind.

Labor leaders set 
the figure at 400,000. Rose Baron, sec- 
retary of the Sacco-Vanzetti emergency 
committee, said 500,000 was a conserva- 
tive estimate. Police said 100,000 was 
a liberal estimate and that the figure 
was nearer 75,000. 

Among those who were reported to 
have joined the strike were the United 
Hebrew Trades, the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, the (International 
Ladies Garment Workers, Internationa!

At the same time it was announced 
from the statehouse that the regular 
meeting of the governor’s executive 
council, which had been set for Thurs- 
day, had been advanced to tomorrow. 
If a new respite is granted the gov- 
ernor must ect “by and with the ad- 
vice of his council,” and the hastening 
of the council meeting gave rise to thse 
belief that the new plea for a further 
respite will be given careful considera- 
sion. 

Hill Pleads in Person. 

Attorney Hill made his plea for fur- 
ther respite in person before “he gover« 
nor late this afternoon, basing his ap- 
peal on the ground that legal action to 
prevent the execution of the two men, 
now scheduled -or some time after ex< 
piration of their present respite at mid- 
night tomorrow, still was pending be- 
fore the State Supreme Court. 

Gov. Fuller, in a brief statement ia- 
sued several liours after the defense at- 
torney left his office, said: 

“With legal proceedings pending be- © 
fore the Supreme Judicial Court, new 
counsel for Sacco and Vanzetti appealed 
to me for a respite in order to give that 
court an opportunity to consider the 
new legal questions involved and to ren- 
der a decision.

In announcing abandonment of plans | 
for replenishing the stock of medicinal 
liquor, Lowman declared it to be the) 
belief of prohibition enforcement offi- | 
cials that there is now on hand a suf- | 
ficient quantity of medicinal whisky to | 
meet all demands for six or seven years. | 
It wag stated that when Andrews) 
brought forth his plans at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, the supply was suf- 
ficient only for about five years. 

The entire medicinal whisky situation | 
was carefully canvassed by Mr. Lowman | 
and by Dr. James M. Doran, prohibition | 
commissioner, it was announced, be- | 
fore the decision was reached. 

A great decrease in the amount of| 
medicinal whisky taken from bonded 
warehouses in the last year was given 
as one of the principal reasons for the | 
belief that the present stock will last 
seven years, it was said. 


Writes to Distillers. 


In a letter to a group’ of the distil- 
lers with whom Andrews conferred on, 
the matter of resuming manufacture, | 
Mr. Lowman asserts that “in view of 
the fact that withdrawals of liquor | 
from bonded warehouses have declined | 
during the past year, it is apparent | 
that the supply available is sufficient | 
for six or seven years more. And it| 
would appear that there is no necessity 
of resuming manufacture in the im- 
mediate future.” 

The proposal of Andrews that manu- 
facture be resumed brought forth a 
storm a few months ago. The Anti- 
saloon League vigorously opposed the 
proposal, and it also produced differ- 
ences among whisky distillers. 

Lowman’s announcement that the 
project had been abandoned brought 
approval last night from Charles Cape- 
hart, president of the Association 
Against Impure Liquor. At the same 
time the association expressed the hope 
that Mr. Lowman and Dr. Doran at the 
forthcoming session of Congress would 
recommend legislation freeing “the 
physician from the present onerous 
restrictions on the prescription of 
medicinal whisky.”

“The exact details to be presented to 
the next Congress have not yet been 
determined and will be arrived at in 
the usual manner.”

There have been published 
reports that twelve additional cruisers 
are in mind, making 20 new ships in 
all, but there has been nothing here 
either in support of or against these 
reports.

Dirigibles Up to Congress. 


One thousand planes, modern ones, 
not the obsolete type, on hand at the 
end of five years is, he considers, plenty 
This program, however, has 
already been authorized and there is 
nothing new in it. 

Incidentally, Congress will have to 
say at its next session just what it 
wants to do about the Navy super- 
dirigible which it authorzied at «he last 
session. The Goodyear-Zeppelin Co., 
of Akron, Ohio, which very confidently 
estimated before comriittee hearings at 
the last session that it would cost $4,- 
500,000, has now balked at undertaking 
its construction on a fixed-price basis. 
Secretary Wilbur made known, and all 
plans are being held in abeyance until 
Congress meets. The legislation au- 
thorizing the huge airship, to be three 
times larger than the os Angeles and 
with everything but the propellers in its 
skin, provides that it shall be con- 
structed on the fixed-price basis. An 
appropriation of $150,000 was made 
available for plans and the plans sub- 


mitted by the Goodyear people have 
been approved. 

But the Goodyear people, who have 
procured the Zeppelin rights in this 
country and the only ones in position 
to construct the ships, now insist that 
they can not undertake the job except 
on the cost plus fee basis. The Navy 
Department can not do this unless 
Congress has a change of heart, Mr 
Wilbur made known. 


None in Mind for Posts. 


However, there probably will be in- 
fluences on hand to see that it does 
this. 

The President made known today 
that he has no one definitely in mind 
yet for the posts of Ambassador to 
Mexico, Governor General of the 
Philippines or Ambassador to Cuba. 
Concerning the first, he let it be 
known that the post is not technically 
vacant in that James R. Sheffield is 
still carried on the State Department 
rolls as ambassador. This does not 
mean anything, however, as it has 
been made authoritatively known that 
he will not go back there. 

The President has eliminated former 
Gov. Thomas E. Campbell of Arizona 
from consideration as Mr. Sheffield’s 
successor. Mr. Campbell now is on a 
mission to Seville, Spain, it was said, 
and is not therefore, considered as 
available for the Mexican post. 

Incidentally, the President indicated 
that he is not likely to get worked up 
at the next session of Congress over 
establishing an insular bureau, which, 
for one thing, would administer to the 
Philippine Islands. He favors such a 
bureau to be located tm one of the 
existing departments of the Govern- 
ment, but Congress does not seem to 
take very kindly to it, and it is un- 
likely that the President will seek 
further to press it. 


U. S. to Build Score of New 
Cruisers, Navy Men Hold 


(Associated Press.) 


While the cruiser-building program 
of the Navy General Board has not been 
made public, naval men have said since 
the collapse of the Geneva conference 
that the United States ultimately prob- 
ably would construct approximately a 
score Of 10,000-ton cruisers to round 
out the battle fleet. 

Great Britain sought at the Geneva 
parley to limit the number of these 
craft to twelve each for the United 
States and Great Britain and eight for 
Japan. The United States dissented, 
holding that its geographical situation 
was such that only craft of 10,000 tons, 
armed with 8-inch guns, would meet 
its needs. 

The British government wanted to 
establish the 6,000-ton cruisers, armed 
with 6-imch guns, as the standard for 
the three leading naval powers. 

Contracts for the remaining six 10- 
000-ton cruisers authorized by Congress 
recently were let by the Navy Depart- 
ment, while two of the craft now are 
under construction.

Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood was laid to 
sleep among his men in a last bivouac 
yesterday at Arlnigton, where the body 
of the soldier-statesman was placed 
near those of the Rough Riders, most 


romantic of his commands. On a fair 
green slope overlooping the Potomac, 
with sleeping men nearby who once 
had come from club and corral to ride 
with him in valiant cavalcade, the 
brave soldier-citizen, the able citizen- 
soldier, will rest until the great as- 
sembly. 

Marked by the most impressive 
scenes of similar nature since the 
burial of the Unknown Soldier, the 
funeral of the great civil and mili- 
tary leader was at once a sublime ex- 
pression of a nation’s grief and pride. 

Simple, yet beautiful, as the effective 
military tribute paid the army’s high 
commander, was that of the populace. 
Bordering the funeral route, it silently 
and sorrowfully watched the passing of 
the ablest liaison officer between 
army and public since Washington and 
Grant. 

The riders and the marchers, the 
men on rolling guns, looked brave yet 
sad while bringing home their brilliant 
battle brother; but watchers on the 
sidewalks saw the passing of the healer, 
the humanitarian, their friend, and 
one of them. , 


Hoof Beat and Measured Step. 


Hoof beat and measured step, the 
rumbling wheel and muffled drum 
mean to the men of war the rythmic 
progress of a conqueror to greatest field 
of all; but to the sober-garbed strug- 
glers in the battle of the commonplace, 
along the streets, it was a tatto beat- 
ing persistently against their hearts;

Following field music, the Army Band 
played “Nearer, My God, to Thee,” as 
the coffin, preceded by three chap- 
lains, ca on hearts, was carried 
through the line of honorary pallbear- 
ers to the grave. Banked on the 
canvas covering the earth were floral 
tributes from friends throughout the 
world, Large wreaths were placed on 
stands about the burial place. Among 
these were offerings from Baron Tan- 
aka, premier of Japan; the National 
Military Training Camps Association, 
honoring the departed founder of the 
movement; from President Machado 
and the people of Cuba, members of 
the Eighty-ninth Division, Maj. Gen. 
Wood's World War command, and the 
United Spanish War Veterans. 


Widow on Son’s Arm. 


Heavily veiled, the widow, leaning 
on the arm of Osborne Wood, and the 
other children and Jacob Wood, brother 
of the general, stood at the head of 
the grave while the burial office was 
read by Maj. W. H. Watts, an Arm 
chaplain.

San Francisco, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—George 
T. Wise, scion of a prominent Wash- 
ington family, was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Francis J. 
Krull here today on the charge of im- 
personating an Army officer and cash- 
ing’a worthless check. He was released 
on $180 bail to appear for further hear- 
ing tomorrow. 

Department of Justice operatives de- 
clared Wise admitted passing $1,000 
worth of bogus checks and also said 
official investigation showed Wise serv- 
ed as a lieutenant in the American 
Expeditionary Forces. 


Wise, son of a prominent local dairy- 
man, sprang into prominence in 1923, 
when he was one of the principals in 
the famous “10-hour romance, court- 
ship and marriage” of Miss Catherine 
Radcliffe, who, in April of this year, 
married Lieut. Lawrence W. Curtin, of 
the Naval Air Service. 

Wise, who was a popular member of 
the younger social set, met the then 
Miss Radcliffe, daughter of a wealthy 
merchant of Cardiff, Wales, at a dinner 
party a week after her engagement to 
Lieut. Julian Brown, U. S&S. M. C., had 
been announced. 

In the course of the dinner young 
Wise became enamoured of Miss Rad- 
cliffe, and with the last course proposed 
marriage to her. She accepted him, 
and, leaving the dinner party, they 
hurried to Rockville. There their plan 
was balked for a few moments, the 
courthouse being closed and the clerk 
refusing to get up to issue them a 
license. 

The couple went on to Baltimore, 
however, and were there married the 
next day—all in the space of ten hours. 
On their return to Washington Wise 
went to the home of his family and 
Miss Radcliffe went to the home of 
Mrs. Charles P. Seldon, with whose 
daughter, Virginia, she was staying 
Later she left Washington. 

When her father, in Wales, who was 
said to have favored the engagement 
of his daughter to Lieut. Brown, heard 
of the episode, he caught the next boat 
for the United States and immeditaely 
on his arrival here retained lawyers 
who succeeded in having the marriage 
annulled.

The bright leaf markets in eastern 
Carolina are slated to open Tuesday, 
September 6. 

Curing is proceeding rapidly and in- 
spection of offerings brought predic- 
tions of a crop of unusually good grade. 
Fairmont, the largest of the seven Tar- 
heel markets, opened with triple sales, 
as the sales capacity of the four ware- 
houses was increased from 4,000 baskets 
a day to 6,200 baskets. 

The growing demand for cigarettes, 
shown by the manufacture of 10,000,- 
000,000 more “smokes” in 1926 than the 
year before and increasing consumption, 
was generally believed to balance any 
increased crop having an effect of low- 
ering prices. 

Florence, 8S, C., Aug. 9 (A.P.).—With 
record-breaking crowds around the 
warehouses, the South Carolina bright 
belt tobacco market got under way to- 
day throughout eastern South Carolina. 
Prices on the lower grades, according 
to reports received here, were said to be 
“very good,” while on the better grades 
the figures were apparently running 
about the same as last year, when they 
were considered satisfactory.

For the actual execution there re-| 
mained little to be done. More than 
a week ago the chair in which the two 
will be executed was made ready. 
Straps were oiled and adjusted and the 
apparatus gone over. Some time be- 
fore the hour when the men are to die 


the State executioner will make a final 
inspection, but his visit probably will 
be secret. 


Guard to Be Larger. 


The preparations for the most part 
were precautionary. Today ._ visitors 
found it as easy as usual to enter the 
prison yard but tomorrow admission 
will be more difficult The number of 


guards, already more than normal, will 
be increased and only those having 
important business will be admitted. 

An area about the prison will be 
shut off and tomorrow night no one 
but those who can pass the muster 
of the guards will get near. Machine 
guns will be mounted on the walls. 
This afternoo several searchlights 
were taken into the warden’s office and 
it is expected these will be placed at 
points upon the walls from which they 
can command the surrounding streets. 

Within their cells in the deathhouse 
Sacco and Vanzetti prepared to pass 
what may. be their last full night on 
earth m a manner no different from 
those that have gone by since they 
were transferred to the death row. 
Neither ate the food that was offered 
him. In an adjoining cell Celestino 
Madeiros, sentenced to die with them, 
though for another crime, lay upon his 
cot except when the meals were 
brought, when he rose to eat.

Fuller’s advisory committee in the 
case. On one appeared the legend, “It 
is not every prisoner who has the pres- 
ident of a university throw the switch 
on his execution.” 

Supt. Crowley, after a tour of the 
city this afternoon, decided that no 
strike approaching general proportions 
was in prospect. He dismissed the riot’ 
squad which had been held at head- 
quarters, although requiring them to 
remain on call at their own stations. 


Raid Union Leaders. 


One raid by the police riot squad 

and the arrest of the leaders of the 
local cap makers’ union tonight seem- 
ed to have put a damper on what was 
to have been a Sacco-Vanzetti sym- 
pathy strike of some 12,000 workers in 
the needle trade industries here. 
When Jacob Miller, manager of the 
union, and his chief 
lieutenant, William Seligman, were 
detained as suspkcious persons inde- 
cision was manifest in the garment 
manufacturing district, and in the ab- 
sence of further orders from their 
leaders less than 500 workers left 
their benches, according to a check 
up by labor reporters. 
Miller and Seligman, listed on police 
blotters as known radicals, were de- 
tained pending investigation of re- 
ports that explosives were concealed 
in the union leader’s camp at Frank- 
lin. The morning raid on the cap 
makers’ headquarters netted a batch 
of strike handbills, which were seized 
before they could be distributed. 
Several workers’ previously found 
handing out similar placards were ar- 
rested. 


Ford Holds Anarchists 
Should Not Go to Chiar 


Detroit, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Regardless of 
the fairness or the unfairness of the 
trial of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti, they should not be executed, 
Henry Ford said today in reiterating his 
disbelief in capital punishment. 

“I do not know much about the court 
record of the case,” the automobile 
manufacturer said. “If there is any 
doubt about the fairness of their trial, 
they should be given a new trial, but 


in any event they should not be killed. 
We can not approve the State’s doing 
what we would not do ourselves. Kill- 
ing of human beings is always an act 
of vengeance. I can’t see it any other 
way. I don’t believe in it. 

“I believe Sacco and Vanzetti should 
not be executed. The sentence of death 
could be revoked without the verdict of 
guilty being annulled, and this would 
give opportunity to weigh new evidence 
that may appear in the men’s favor. 
Provided the man is guilty, imprison- 
ment protects society. If he is not, it 
gives time a chance to turn up new 
evidence and right a great wrong.” 


Sacco-Vanzetti Disposal 
Considered Court Matter 


Rapid City, S. Dak., Aug. 9 (A.P.).—It 
was reiterated at the summer White 
House today that President Coolidge con- 
siders the Sacco-Vanzetti case entirely a 
matter for disposal by Massachusetts 
courts. The President knows of no ap- 
peal to him by the Sacco-Vanzetti de- 
fense counsel. i 

Recommendations for clemency have 
reached Mr, Coolidge from time to time. 
These have been referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 


Union Carpenters Vote 
Against Mercy Proposal 


Binghamton, N. Y., Aug. 9 (A.P.).— 
Out of 150 delegates to the State con- 
vention of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America, only 
two voted against the adoption of reso- 
lutions here today, denouncing Vanzetti 
and Sacco. _ 

The resolutions stated that the broth- 
erhood is a truly American institution 
of trades unionists and as an order 
stands for law and order and the Con- 
stitution, that Vanzetti and Sacco are 
avowed anarchists, and true American 
labor should not be involved in radical 
methods. 


Half-Day Strike Is Staged 
By Workers in Baltimore 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Work 
will be resumed tomorrow by several 
hundred members of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America, who left 
their posts at 1 p. m. today in protest 
against the execution of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti. No disor- 
ders were reported.

Telegram to Coolidge. 

The events of the day reached a cli- 
max with a meeting in Union Square. 
Police estimated that 50,000 persons at- 
tended this. There were 1,000 patrol- 
men, 500 detectives and a squad of 
mounted police to keep the crowd or- 
derly. More than 2,000 police were held 
in reserve close by in case of an emer- 
gency. 

As one result of the Union Square 
meeting, the following telegram was 
sent to President Coolidge: 

“Unless you intervene, Sacco and 
Vanzetti die, Wednesday night. We re- 
spectfully appeal to you to exercise the 
power conferred upon you by the peo- 
ple of the nation to follow the prece- 
dent established by the late President 
Wilson in the Mooney case: Millions 
of citizens throughout the land be- 
lieve that a relationship between a 
Federal department and the Sacco-Van- 
zetti prosecution existed at the time 
of the trial. - 

“Judge Thayer said that the convic- 
tions of these men rest solely on the 
interpretation of their acts at the time 
of arrest as consciousness of guilt. We 
feel confident that the files of the De- 
partment of Justice will explain -their 
conduct following their arrest.

Sacco Committee Begs 
Sargent to Investigate 


Boston, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—A telegraphic 
appeal to Attorney General John G. 
Sargent, at his home in Ludlow, Vt., 
asking him to institute a Federal in- 
vestigation of the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
and to recommend that President Cool- 
idge urge a stay of execution pending 
such an investigation, was drafted to- 
night by the Sacco-Vanzetti defense 
committee. 

The telegram reiterated the commit- 
tee’s stand that Department of Justice 
agents “assited in obtaining the con- 
viction of Sacco and Vanzetti as one 
way of getting rid of them.” 

The defense committee also sent a 
telegram to President Coolidge, at 
Rapid City, S. Dak., touching upon their 
earlier wire to Attorney General Sar- 
gent, which said in part: “We have 
laid before Attorney General Sargent 
tonight a startling document indicating 
the collusion between Department of 
Justice agents under Palmer and the 
prosecution * * * We plead again 

* * that you use your good offices 
with Gov. Fuller to stay the execution.” 

Ludlow, Vt., Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Attorney 
General John G. Sargent tonight de- 
clined to comment on the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case pending receipt of the appeal 
said to have been telegraphed from the 
defense committee in Boston. 

“Ican not discuss the case,” he said, 
“as I know nothing about it. It is out 
of my jurisdiction and I fail to see 
anything I can do about it.” 


Senator Borah Declines 
To Appeal to Coolidge 


Boise, Idaho, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Senator 
William E. Borah, in reply to a request 
by the Sacco-Vanzetti defense commit- 
tee, declared today he was unable to 
personally appear before President Cool- 
idge at Rapid City to ask him “to use 
his good offices” with Gov. Fuller to 
avert their execution. The request for 
intervention had been’made to Senator 
Borah as chairman of the Senate for- 
eign relations committee. 

The committee had asked the senator 
to.urge the President to intercede with 
Gov. Fuller “by respiting the execution 
pending such a Federal investigation as 
President Wilson conducted in the 
Mooney and Billings case.” Answering 
the plea “that good will toward the 
United States will be profoundly im- 
paired in Europe and the United States 
if these men are executed,” Senator 
Borah said: 

“It would be truly awful for these 
men to be executed because of their 
political opinions, but without famil- 
iarity with the record I could not urge 
the President that such is true. I 
would be interested in this case solely 

on the ground of innocence. 

“International protest does not con- 
cern me in the least.”

Head of Commerce Chamber 
Denies Sacco Sympathy 
Is Widespread. 


MOSTLY PROPAGANDA, 
ASSERTS WAR VETERAN 


Noted French Men and Wom- 
en Sign Appeal Sent to 
President Coolidge. 


Paris, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Manifestations 
by French crowds against the execution 


of Sacco and Vanzetti were carried out 
in several provincial cities today. Paris 
itself was quiet, although the radical 
newspapers carried rather flaming 
headlines. 

A number of prominent Frenchmen 
and women, including Mme. Curie, the 
Marquis Guy de Lasteyrie, a grandson 
of Lafayette; Alfred Dreyfus, the cen- 
tral figure in the famous Dreyfus case; 
former Minister of Commerce Louis 
Loucheur and former Minister of Fi- 
nance Caillaux, signed appeals to Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Gov. Fuller, of 
Massachusetts. 

Benjamin S. Connor, president of the 
American Chamber of Commerce of 


France and past commander of the post 


of the American Legion in Paris, to- 
day sent a message of protest to Howard 
P. Savage, of Chicago, national com- 
mander of the American Legion, against 
a cable sent last night by Bowman 
Elder, chairman of the French commit- 
tee of the American Legion, who is in 
Paris arranging for the American Legion 
convention in S€ptember, concerning 
the attitude of the French people on 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 


Blames Propaganda. 


Mr. Connor’s message was as follows: 
“The papers state that Elder told the 
Paris prefect of police that he had sent 
you a cable purporting to express the 
opinion of the population of Paris, who, 
he stated, hoped a higher authority 
would intervene to reprieve Sacco and 
Vanzetti. I desire to protest againstt 
this statement from an Official of the 
American Legion who will be the guests 
of France in September. I affirm that 
no such feeling prevails among the 
French people. The alleged emotion is 
due from persistent propaganda from 
sources unnecessary to qualify in this 
eablegram. I consider the interview 
and cable unfair to the French nation, 
who have no inclination to interfere.” 

Mr. Elder’s cablegram to Mr. Savage 
was as follows: “Questioned on my ar- 
rival in France on Sacco and Vanzetti, 
I stated that I had no ‘authority to 
give an opinion in the name of the 
American Legion. However, I feel that 
it is advisable to inform you of the 
great emotion raised amidst the popula- 
tion of Paris, who hape that a higher 
authority may intervene.’ 


Press Sees Hope. 


The French press, for the most part, 
apparently is inclined to believe that 
there is still some small hope that Gov. 
Fuller at the last moment will save the 
lives of the condemned men. 

A number of longshoremen remained 
away from work at Havre, Bordeaux and 
in other ports, and in some interior 
towns parades were held. In almost 
every city where there is an American 
consulate, letters and petitions were 
presented, but with police on guard 
everywhere there was no violence. 

Some cable messages were sent to 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh in the vague 
hope that he might be able to do 
something. 

Laborite demonstrations of sympathy 
with Sacco and Vanzetti, some of 
which ended in fights with the police, 
were held last night in several French 
industrial centers. 

Besides the clash in front of the 
American Consulate at Cherbourg, 
there was trouble at Marseille and 
Nantes. 


Gibson Rejects Socialists. 


Brussels, Belgium, Aug..9 (A.P.).— 
Hugh 8S. Gibson, new American Am- 
bassador to Belgium, today refused to 
receive a Socialist delegation seeking 
to intercede for Sacco and Vanzetti. 
The Socialists left a letter at the em- 
bassy demanding clemency. 

Communists, parading in favor of 
Sacco and Vanzetti, today collided 
with a police force before the United 
States Consulate. Police used their 
clubs to disperse the Communists after 
one of the demonstrators had been 
permitted to file a protest with the 
American consulate.

AGAINST ALIEN AGITATORS 


Suspected Sacco Sympathiz- 
ers, Arrested at Justice 
Department, Freed. 


HESSE SILENT ON DETAILS 


Quiet continued along the Potomac 
yesterday and last night while a small 
army of park police, Metropolitan po- 


lice and Government building guards 
patroled the general watch, expectantly 
looking for violently inclined Sacco- 
Vanzetti sympathizers who never ap- 
peared. 

Two suspects, arrested on Monday at 
the Department of Justice Building, 
were released yesterday at the Second 
Precinct, where they were held over 
night, after it was proved their pres- 
ence at the building did not proceed 
from interest in the case. 

The guard, which is being maintained 
day and night, will not be increased to- 
day, it was said, since it was already 
ample. 

The expectancy of the members of 
the guard, however, will be keyed to a 
piteh today, the last day before that set 
for the execution. More than 400 men 
are engaged in protecting Government 
buildings and homes of officials against 
possible radical outbreaks. 

Although no members of that pecu- 
liar class of zealots who believe in pre- 
senting their suits with arguments of 
bombs instead of reason have so far 
shown themselves here, there was a 
clear evidence that their operations 
elsewhere have aroused some local ten- 
sion. 

Superintendent of Police Hesse last 
night flatly refused to give any details 
aS to the guard being maintained by 
the Metropolitan police. He took the 
attitude that any such details would 
serve only to convey a to po- 
tential crmiinals. 

Government buildings have mus- 
tered for the watch their own forces fo 
guards, who are assisting the 351 mem- 
bers of the park police on guard, and 
members of the Metropolitan police 
force "in protefiing lives and property 
against bomb placers. 

Residents in the vicinity of Twenty- 
first and H streets northwest last night 
were excited, following several loud ex- 
plosions and the spread of rumors 
that Sacco-Vanzetti sympathizers had 
bombed several residences. 

While startled neighbors made hur- 
ried calls to detective headquarters and 
to newspaper offices inquiring the ex- 
tent of damage, police of the Third 
Precinct discovered that the noise and 
excitement had been caused by an un- 
ruly exhaust pipe on an automobile. 


$3,000,000 Memorial 
Is Proposed to Eagles 


Milwaukee, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Further 
support of the insurance department 
and the erection of a $5,000,000 national 


headquarters building jn honor of mem- 
bers who served in the World War were 
two masures advocated today by 
Michael O. Burns, Kansas City, grand 
worthy president of the Fraternal Or- 
der of Eagles, in his report to the 
national convention.

Admiral Sees Geneva 


As Warning to U.S. 


Paris, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Leaving Paris 
today to embark on the Leviathan, 
Rear Admiral Hillary P. Jones, second 
American delegate to the recent Ge- 
neva naval conference, declared that, 
although the conference had ended 
without formulating a treaty, it had 
done “more to educate the Amé€rican 
people to the necessity for sea power 
anda awakened them to the Navy’s real 
needs than any number of ‘Navy days’ 
or any amount of propaganda.”

Chicago, Ill., Aug. 9 (A.P.).—A dy- 
namite bomb with an electrical timing 
device set to cause an explosion at 1] 
o’clock tonight .was found today in a 
dilapidated building adjoining the 
subpostoffice at 1201 West Madison 
street. The infernal machine was 
found by a tramp who heard the clock 
ticking. He informed the police. 

Several sticks of dynamite were 
found in a shoe box. Wires connected 
the explosive with the alarm clock. 

The hobo, scarcely able to speak 
from excitement, informed the postal 
employes in the substation and they 
advised the police. An officer discon- 
nected the wires. 

Chief of the postal inspectors today 
asserted he had been warned that an 
attempt would be made to damage 
Government property. The custodian 
of the Government building also de- 
clared two telephone calls today car- 
ried threats of violence. 

The bombin;; of an Italian Catholic 
Church attributed to local Sacco-Van- 
zetti sympathizers as their first violent 
protest against execution of the two an- 
archists was under investigation today. 

The church, situated in the center of 
an Italian parish of 15,000 members, 
was damaged by the explosion of a 
black powder container yesterday, the 
blast shaking two clergymen from their 
beds in the parish house at the rear of 
the church. 

The bomb exploded in the church en- 
trance, shattering the front pillars and 
the church windows. 

The police theory that sympathizers 
of the two condemned men perpetrated 
the bombing was strengthened later in 
the day, the police said, when the en- 
tire vicinity served by the parish was 
flooded with handbills advertising a 
protest meeting set for tonight and ad- 
vocating a strike of the workers.

Chicago, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Joseph A. 
Olshaw was arraigned on a charge of as- 
sault and battery today because be 
turned a flashlight upon a “spirit” at a 
seance in a downtown theater recently. 
The court decided the defendant was 
entirely within his rights and the case 
was dismissed, 

Olshaw attended the seance on July 
24, because his wife, who had recently 
lost her mother, attended several seances 
in the hope of seeing her mother again. 
When the “spirit” appeared, he turned 
the rays of his flashlight upon it and 
shouted: “Fraud.” 

Olshaw claimed he was then beaten 
and ejected. Later he was charged with 
assault and batteyy and disorderly con- 
duct. 


Batteries Not Auto 
Parts, Judge Holds 


Philadelphia, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Federal 
Judge O. B. Dickinson in an opinion 
today held that storage batteries are 
not taxable as automobile accessories 
under the Federal excise rate cf 5 per 
cent of the selling price. The decision 
was cOnsidered of far-reaching impor- 
tance to the automobile industry. 

Under the court’s ruling the Phil- 
adelphia Storage Battery Co. will re- 
cover from the Government. taxes 
amounting to $326,074. 

“There is no such thing as an auto- 
mobile storage battery or a storage 
battery for automobiles, in the nomen- 
clature of the trade, and no ‘article’ 
or thing so known,” said Judge Dick- 
inson’s opinion. “It follows that the 
plaintiff did not sell any. What it sold 
was ‘storage batteries,’ and these are 
not taxed by the act.” 


Rescuer Meets Death 
Near Scene of Heroism 


Chicago, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Within a 
few hundred feet of the scene of his 
heroic rescue of several women and 
children, at the sinking of the lake ex- 
cursion boat Favorite, John O’Dowd, 24, 
has met his death.

To Open U. S. Sacco Files 


New York, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Oswald 
Garrison Villard, editor of the Nation, 
tonight made public identical tele- 
grams which he said had been signed 
by United States Senators Henrik Ship- 
stead, of Minnesota, and Robert M. 
LaFollette, of Wisconsin, and sent to 
President Coolidge, Secretary of State 
Kellogg and Attorney General Sargent 
in regard to the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 

“With a total disregard of question 
or guilt or inndcence of Sacco and Van- 
zetti and without any consideration 
of question of the fairness of the trial,” 
the telegrams read, “I urge that the 
Federal Attorney General’s files relat- 
ing to Sacco-Vanzetti case be made 
public. 

“Foreign governments and people 
throughout the world, even where 
familiar with our theory of State and 
Federal jurisdiction, blame the United 
States as a nation with some justice 
as long as the defendants can urge 
that the Federal Government main- 
tains secrecy as to these files. I be- 
lieve the ill will against the nation 
evidenced in all parts of the world will 
leave lasting ill effects to be greatly 
dispelled, however, if the Federal files 
are made public, protecting by code 


names or otherwise any present em- 
ployes of the department and limiting 
publicity strictly to Sacco-Vanzetti ma- 
terial. The flood of communications 
addressed to President Coolidge by 
eminent citizens abroad justify this 
request.” 


Milwaukee, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Victor L. 
Berger, Socialist representative from 
Milwaukee, today appealed to President 
Coolidge to intervene in the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case. : 

Representative Berger made his ap- 
peal in a telegram to the President at 
the summer White House at Rapid City.

IN WILD COTTON BLING 


Price Goes Up Nearly~$7 on 
Heavy Orders, but Profit- 
Taking Shades Raise. 


EFFECTS FELT ABROAD 


New York, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—The price 
of cotton Tpse nearly $7 a bale in wild 
trading on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change -today, buoyed on a flood of or- 
ders resulting from the Government 
prediction of a crop only 69 per cent 
normal, fear of floods in Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, and news of unfavorable 
weather throughout the cotton belt, 

Profit-taking cut the day’s net gains 
to about $2.50 a bale, but all contracts 
sold above 20 cents a pound at new 
high levels for the season. 


At the close of the market Monday 
night it was estimate@ that orders for 
100,000 bales at around the day’s high 
prices had remained unfilled. Under 
the rules of the exchange, a single day’s 
fluctuation in price is limited to 200 
points, or $10 a bale. Yesterday was 
the first time since April 23, 1924, that 
the maximum was reached. 

At the price of 20 cents a pound, the 
1927 crop as estimated by the Govern- 
ment Department of Agriculture, would 
be worth about $1,349,200,000, or more 
than $100,000,000 more than last year’s 
record crop. This would give the cot- 
ton growers a better price for the pre- 
dicted short crop this year than they 
received for the bumper crop of 1926, 
Although it is realized that many grow- 
ers, especially those whose fields ¢re in 
the inundated districts, would suffer,

Speakers at Williamstown In- 
stitute Assert Farmers 
Will Fight It. 


IS CALLED SUBTERFUGE 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug: 9 (A.P.).—, 
The “administration bill,” recently pro- 
posed congressional farm relief meas- 
ure, was declared a political gesture at 
the Institute of Politics today. 

ol. Clarence Ousley, of Dallas, Tex., 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture un- 
der Wilson, predicted that the South 
will have nothing to do with the meas- 
ure, if the South followed its usual 
leadership. Declaring the bill “imprac- 
tical and absurd,” he said: “It aston- 
ishes me that this subterfuge should 
come from respectable sources. I can 
regard it as nothing but a political 
gesture.” 

Henry A. Wallace, son of the late 
Secretary of Agriculture and editor of 
Wallace’s Farmer, said the bill would 
not be acceptable. It would meet the 
opposition of farm organizations, which 
have consistently objected to the 
method of Government subsidization 
provided in the bill for the purchase 
and disposal of the farm surplus, he 
declared. The thoughtless farmer, as- 
sured of Government purchase of sur- 
plus production, would increase his 
output at a rate that would soon bank- 
rupt the stabilization mechanism of the 
measure, he said. 


PARIS-BOUND LEGION 
VANGUARD ON OCEAN 


600 Sailing From Hoboken 
Compare Surrounding Lux- 
ury With Troopships. 


Hoboken, N. J., Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Time 
rolled back nine years for 600 members 
of the-American Legion who sailed at 


midnight on the steamship President 
Harding as the vanguard of the thou- 
sands bound for the organization's 
convention in Paris next month. 

Coming aboard with their women 
folk, including seventeen French war 
brides, the former soldiers talked only 
of the difference between this embark- 
ation and that of ten years ago, when 
they were crowded below decks in dark- 
ness until the ship cleared the harbor. 
The luxurious appointments of the 
President Harding were compared with 
the accommodations of the troop ships 
during the war. 

Nine other sailings will take place 
from Saturday to August 27, to give 
the legionnaires opportunity to tour 
Europe before the opening of the con- 
vention. The bulk of the 17,000 will 
sail between September 2 and 10, and 
the Leviathan, bearing Gen, Pershing, 
Commander Howard and more than 
2,000 legionnaires, will depart on Sep- 
tember 10.

Former Justice J. H. Clarke 
Believes Single Pact 
Is Inadequate. 


TALKS ON LEAGUE BEFORE 
PUBLIC AFFAIRS SESSION 


New England Is Fighting for 
Its Economic Life, Says 
Dr. G. W. Dyer. 


Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 9 (A.P.).— 
John H. Clarke, former justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, today 
visioned world peace achieved by many 
international alliances, instead of a 
single universal treaty like the League 
of Nations, in speaking at the Institute 
of Public Affairs at the University of 
Virginia. 

Mr. Clarke spoke on “The Present 
Status of the League of Nations,” and 
said it had been found impossible to 
formulate a treaty of world-wide scope 
suitable to all nations, leading to the 
development of separate treaties like 
the Lacarno pact, which ultimately 
will serve to establish world peace 
through individual agreements between 
the nations. He urged the United 
States to accept the preposal of France 
to enter into a treaty for outlawing 
war between the two nations. 

“Not to do so,” he said, “would place 
our country in a position that would 
appear as though we preferred to re- 
sort to war in dealing with other na- 
tions.” 


Other Sections Worried, He Says. 


“If you want to learn something 
about the industrialization of the 
South, go to the North, where New 
England is fighting for its economic 
life,” Dr, Gus W. Dyer, of Vanderbilt 
University, another of today’s speak- 
ers, said, in opening a discussion of 
“the economic development and in- 
dustrialization of the South.” 

The progress of building up indus- 
tries in the South has been so great 
that other sections of the Nation have 
begun to ask for lower freight rates as 
& means of protection, Dr. Dyer con- 
tinued. Predicting that the South will 
soon have the industrial leadership of 
the Nation, Dr. Dyer added a note of 
warning when he said that “in the past 
no nation or section has been able to 
grapple successfully with industrial 
problems over long periods of time.” 


Fears Series of Crises. 


Problems of agriculture are related 
as one of the large general problems of 
natural resources, John L. Coulter, of 
North Dakota, said in speaking before 
the conference on “Farm Relief.” He 
said long years of exploitation of natu- 
ral resources is now being followed by 
attention to conservation. He pointed 
out that the Nation is facing a series of 
crises in forests, minerals, oil and gas 
and other natural resources as well as 
in agriculture, 

Discussing differences between the 
large farms of the South, the intensive 
farms near cities, and “bonanza” farms 
in the West, he stated that all are 
faced with the same great need of price 
stabilization. 


Nanking Nationalists 
Suffer Severe Reverse 


Shanghai, China, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—Re- 
ports from reliable sources indicate that 
Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, head of the 
Nanking Nationalists, has suffered a 
severe check at the hands of the North- 
ern troops in the neighborhood of 
Pengpu, Anhwei Province. 

Seven thousand casualties were suf- 
fered among his troops, the reports say, 
and 1,000 wounded have already ar- 
rived at Pukow, across the Yangtse 
River from Nanking. 


ENDS LIFE BECAUSE 
HE IS USELESS AT 85 


Man Tells Friends He Took 
Poison; Seats Self to 
Await Death.

Frederick, Md., Aug. 9.—Declaring he 
had outlived his usefulness, John A. 
Trout, 85 years old, veteran of the Civil 
War, near Park Mills, swallowed_ paris 
green yesterday, seated himself in a 
chair and awaited death, which came 
@ few hours later. At the time he 
swallowed the poison his wife was ab- 
sent. When she returned home he in- 
formed her of his act, also telling 
friends and neighbors that he had taken 
poison. 

A physician from Buckeyestown, 10 
miles away, was summoned, but could 
do nothing except ease the man’s suf- 
fering. 

Trout was a farmer near the Sugar 
Loaf Mountains. Fourteen years ago 
he decided to marry a second time. He 
walked to Frederick, 20 miles distant, 
and advertised for a wife. He received 
replies from Baltimore, Washington, 
Philadelphia and several Western 
cities and finally married a woman 45 
years his junior. He is survived by his 
wife and five children, ‘the result of 
the second union, besides seven chil- 
dren by a previous marriage.

New York, Aug. 9 (A.P.).—France 
stands in no urgent need of foreign 
capital and will not borrow heavily 
in the New York market in the coming 
months because French thrift has rais- 
ed post-war savings to an amount suf- 
ficient to meet a larger part of the de- 
mand of business and industry, the 
Bank of America says in its monthly 
Review.

Be- 
sides, reports were current here that 
80 per cent of Canadian wheat around 
Battle Ford, where frost was the most 
severe is in the dough stage and may 
not be seriously damaged. The fact 
that no new frost damage was heard 
from and that any immediate addi- 
tional danger from excessive cold had 
been averted, did much also to handi- 
cap bulls, 

On the other hand, export demand 
for wheat from North America was 
larger Ouny Europeans taking 1,100,000 
bushels, chiefly Canadian. In some 
quarters considerable significance, too, 
was attached to late advices that black 
rust damage in North Dakota and Min- 
nesota is not confined to late wheat.

PROGRESSIVES CONTROL 


CONVENTION OF |. T. U. 


Votes on Seating of Delegates 
Are Carried by Margin of 
Approximately 50. 


|CONTESTS OCCUPY DAY 


{ndianapolis, Ind., Aug. 9 (A.P.).— 
That the progressive forces of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union, head- 
ed by Charles P. Howard, of Chicago, 
president, are in control of the union’s 
Giamond jubilee convention in session 
here seemed certain with the defeat 
of the’ administration wing in clashes 
over the seating of delegates. 

Howard is the only one of the officers 
of the union who is a progressive. He 
defeated James M. Lynch, candidate for 
reelected as president, in 1926. Lynch 
is recognized as the nominal head of 
the administration forces. 

Today’s voting marked the first time 
that the administration has lost con- 
trol: of a convention. The first test 
came over the seating of Norman W. 
Reed, of Windsor, Ont., whose seat was 
contested on the ground that he had 
been elected irregularly. 

The credentials committee recom- 
mended that he be not seated, where- 
upon James Hoban, of Cleveland, floor 
leader of the antiadministration forces, 
leaped to his feet to protest. In the 
test vote the progressives won by 57 
delegates and Reed was seated. 

With a margin of approximately 50 
votes the progressive wing repeatedly 
won out in further test votes on the 
seating or unseating of delegates. 

Most of the day was taken up with 
test votes with only a brief period given 
over to addresses by prominent labor 
leaders.

The object of the Geneva conference was to 
reach an agreement that would abolish com- 
petitive naval construction and thereby reas- 
sure the powers concerned that their present 
defensive armaments were adequate to their 
security. If the conference had been a success, 
an increase of naval strength by the United 
States would have been unnecessary. As the 


conference failed, an increase is necessary. 
The United States Navy must be strengthened 
because it is no longer capable of defending 
the country in any emergency.

THE CHAMPION BANQUETER. 


The right of Mayor Walker of New York to 
banquet honors is challenged by his colleague, 
Mayor Kendrick of Philadelphia. The im- 
pression often prevails, from news dispatches 
and editorial criticism, that all his honor of 
New Yorkdoes is to take part in receptions. 
Activities of this sort make up, it is true, a 
large part of life for the chief executive of 
the Nation’s largest city. The gastronomic 
burdens of a Philadelphia mayor appear to be 
even greater, however. In two and one-half 
years Mayor Kendrick’s record shows that he 
attended 2,100 banquets. 

This astonishing total was amassed mainly 
during the period of the Sesquicentennial, 
when the Mayor of Philadelphia served as the 
welcoming committee to every delegation that 
visited the exposition. It was nothing, accord- 
ing to the testimony of his secretary, for 
Mayor Kendrick to attend four banquets a 
night. More recently: the rate has been re- 
duced to one a day. 

When practiced to this extent, banqueting 
evidently comes under the head of arduous 
labor. Mayor Kendrick, it is reported, has 
lost 10 pounds since he was sworn into office. 
For one thing, he never eats at a banquet. No 
one could expect that he would partake of 
four meals a night. 
he has been forced to make a speech, which 
to those unaccustomed to post-prandial ora- 
tory would introduce another reducing ele- 
ment. But the. greatest aid in the loss of 
Mayor Kendrick’s avoirdupois, undoubfedly, 
has been the speeches to which he has been 
forced to listen. At few of the 2,100 banquets 
was he the sole orator: There was always the 
necessity for introductory remarks. The won- 
der is that, under a flood of oratory such as 
has been visited upon him, Mayor Kendrick 
retains either his flesh or the vestige of a good 
disposition. 


BETTER FIRE PREPAREDNESS. 
~Washington does not require a high-pres- 


gure water system as a part of its fire-fighting 
- equipment. This is the decision of the com- 
- mittee named to investigate the local problem 
by the Board of Commissioners. The same re- 
» port brings out the fact that existing facilities 
gare woefully deficient. It recommends the ex- 
penditure of more than $680,000 on new 


mains and hydrants’ at once, and such addi- 


tional sums over a period of years as may be 
' required to bring the Washington Fire Depart- 
ment up to date. : 


Subject to approval of the Commissioners, 
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that body will realize the necessity of imme- 
diate action. The Federal Government has too 
much at staKe in Washington to permit of con- 
ditions which might easily lead to a conflagra- 
tion of ruinous proportions. Under existing 
conditions such a catastrophe might easily 
occuf. Washington’s means of fighting fire 
have not kept pace with the growth of the city. 
The business district and the residential areas 
have expanded enormously. There are sections 
now where mains and hydrants are inadequate. 
There are others where such facilities are 
virtually nonexistent, as was shown only last 
week when firemen had to lay several hundred 


, yards of hose to combat a blaze. 


It is easy even for the layman to see why 


| the necessity does not exist here for high pres- 


sure. Present zoning laws prevent thé erection 
of buildings of great height. Water can be 


| pumped easily to the top floors of any of the 


structures in the city. The new conduit and 
water system furnish an ample water supply 
for all needs at the reservoirs, but means must 
be provided to carry that water to every sec- 
tion of the city. The promised reduction in in- 
surance rates is but a small factor in a favor- 
able decision by Congress. The safety of 
Washington residents and Federal and private 
property is sufficient consideration to influ- 
ence the approval of Congress. 


DEPORTATION OF RADICALS. 


Representative Albert Johnson, chairman of 
the House committee on immigration and nat- 
uralization, warns alien radicals that they 


. stand in danger of deportation. 


The present system of immigration is de- 
signed to admit to this country those natives 
of other lands best fitted for American citizen- 
ship. It is no longer the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to provide a refuge here for criminai 
agitators. The purpose of the existing law is 
to assimilate the new arrivals as rapidly as 
possible and without disruption of this Nation’s 
social, political and economic standards. In 
order to insure these aims, provision has been 
made not only to select the newcomers, but 
to reject any of them who prove, after arrival, 
that they are not ecceptable. 

This Government asks only that the Old 
World quarrels be forgotten by the strangers 
who pass its gates, and that full advantage 
be taken of the benefits th'iat are offered them 
here. The latter are too manifold to enumer- 
ate. Every citizen has the right to advocate 
such lawful changes in government as he be- 
lieves necessary. No citizen or resident has 
the right to advocate the use of force to ac- 
complish any such purpose. It makes no dif- 
ference in whose behalf such tactics are em- 
ployed. The vast majority of American citi- 
zens are content with the existing order of 
things, and willing that through peaceful 
means those who think otherwise shall seek 
to bring about a change. Resort to murder 
and force will not be tolerated, and those who 
practice it must be deported. 


NOT FOR JAMES, THANK YOU, 


In spite of the fact that James W. Wads- 
worth was defeated for. reelection to the Sen- 
ate last November he has resented every effort 
on the part of his friends to convert him into a 
“lame duck.” Since he retired last March Mr. 
Wadsworth has been “suggested” for about 


Philippines, but he has declined to permit his 
friends, fool and otherwise, to present his name 
to the President. 

Upon the death of his father last December 
it fell to the lot of Mr. Wadsworth to assume 
the management of extensive farm lands in 
the Genessee Valley, which, for nearly 150 
years, have been held by the family. Senator 
Wadsworth is a farmer and stock raiser. Be- 
sides his interests in New York State he con- 
trols grazing lands in the Southwest, and he 
gives his holdings his personal attention. 

In spite of the disinclination of Mr. Wads- 
worth to serve his country in any position to 
which he had not been elected, another move- 
ment is on foot to prevail upon President Cool- 
idge to appoint him Governor General of the 
Philippines as the successor to Gen. Wood. 
The latest effort in this direction is exhibited 
in a letter which was sent on Monday to the 
President by Congressman MacGregor, who 
wrote: “I can think of no one in the country 
who measures up to the requirements of that 
difficult position during the next few years 
more than former Senator James W. Wads- 
worth. He has undoubted courage, great ad- 
ministrative capacity, as well as tact and di- 
plomacy. And he has experience and knowl- 
edge. I doubt much whether he would accept, 
but if he could be induced to do so it would 
be a wonderful thing for the United States as 
well as the people of the Philippine Islands.” 

It does not seem probable that Mr. Wads- 
worth will remain in private life, but if he 
should again become a public official it would 
be after he had enjoyed the delights of a polit- 
ical battle. 


THE TREK OF THE MENNONITES. 


Scattered through many States of the 
Northwest and Canada, with large contingents 
in Ohio and Pennsylvania, are some 225,009 
Mennonites. Originally from Switzerland and 
Holland, the sect has been searching for nearly 
three centuries for a haven free from war. 
Being assured by William Penn of their right 
to worship God according to their own con- 
science, many of these people came to Penn- 
sylvania, where their descendants are still to 
be found in large numbers. 

Later they found homes in Ohio and in the 
Dakotas, and still later, their numbers swelled 
by additions from Germany and Russia, they 
established large colonies in Canada. But the 
late way, which forced many of them into the 


pelled° them to seek a country where they 
would be free from military service. A dele- 
gation from the Canadian communities sought 
the aid of Gen. Samuel McRoberts, of the 
Phoenix National Bank, of New York, about 
five years ago. What they wanted was a place 
where they could lead their. pastoral life and 


outsiders, 

Gen. McRoberts sent an experienced colon- 
ist, Mr. Fred Engen, to South America to 
“spy out” the country. He foupd the govern- 
ment of Paraguay willing to welcome the 
Mennonites, and arrangements have been made 
whereby they will be settled upon an immense 
tract of land; some 3,000,000 acres, between 
the eastern slope of the Andes and the River 
Paraguay. The land lies 1,700 miles above 
Buenos Aires, and is described as wonderfully

| fertile, capable of producing) semitropical 
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fruits as well as cereals, and well adapted to 
stock raising. Some 3,000 members of the 
sect have already established themselves 
within the grant. They are building a hotel 
and many houses and business places for the 
accommodation of newly arriving colonists, 
who, as they make homes for themselves, will 
give way to other arrivals. 

It is expected that within five years more 
than 200,000 of these industrious people will 
have crossed the equator into the “land of 
promise” in the Southern continent. They 
are leaving Canada and the Northwestern 
States as rapidly as they can dispose of their 
holdings and, if Gen. McRoberts is rightly in- 
formed, the great body of the Mennonite citi- 
zens of the United States and Canada will have 
left before the end of another decade. 


FLYING BECOMING SAFER, 


Figures would indicate that a person runs 
far less chance of being killed in the air than 
on the ground. Insurance actuaries, interested 
in the business possibilities of air policies, have 
obtained some startling statistics from the De- 
partment of Commerce. They are in a con- 


| trary sense almost as astounding as the record 
| of 514 fatalities caused by automobiles in New 


York during the first six months of this year. 
Only two persons have been killed in commer- 
cial aviation during the same period. The 
record covers the entire United States and 
5,000,000 miles of aerial travel. 

This Nation is not alone in the establishment 
of such a safety record. All over the world it 
is becoming safer to fly. In Australia regular 
transportation companies covered 1,000,000 
miles with only a single fatality. In France the 
number of miles per crew fatality has jumped 
from 233,000 to 726,500. The average of 
safety among 50 German air lines for the year 
1925 was 99.7 per cent. The following year 
the Lufthansa, the German air trust, carried 
56,268 passengers a distance of 3,814,000 miles 
with only one death. 

It is small wonder that insurance rates 
abroad have been greatly reduced for this class 
of risk. English companies are now willing to 
write policies covering aerial travel at a rate 
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much lower than the one that governs similar | 


coverage when applied to surface transporta- 
tion. Insurance men in this country suffer, 
probably, from the same state of mind that 
governs the general public. The paucity of 
passenger lines in the United States has pre- 


vented acceptance of this form of transporta- | 


tion as anything more than a novelty. An air- 
plane flight is still a great experience to the 
majority of individuals. The Nation needs to 
develop confidence. When it does there will 
be no lack of passengers and insurance agents 
to write policies for them. 


SYNTHETIC GASOLINE. 


The dawn of a new fuel era is seen by 
chemical experts in the agreement just con- 
cluded between the Standard Oil of New Jersey 
and the German dye trust. Waltér C. Teagle, 
president of the American company, has ob- 
tained full rights in the United States for the 
manufacture of synthetic gasoline under the 
German process. The consideration that the 
Standard Oil paid is not mentioned, but it un- 
doubtedly runs into huge figures. The worth 
of a successful process for the manufacture 


| of artificial gasoline can only be estimated in

The German, or Bergius, method of pro- 
ducing gasoline is said already to have passed 
the experimental stage. It was announced 
some time ago that the dye trust hoped to 
produce 100,000 tons of gasoline annually 
Within the next few years, and make Germany 
independent of foreign oil supply. Roughly, 
the process consists of a combination of low 
grade coal with hydrogen, and the subsequent 
release of the heavy liquid hydrocarbons from 
the coal. 

It seems possible that means for making 
synthetic gasoline may not be as easily 
cornered as the agreement between the Stand- 
ard Oil and the dye trust would indicate. Ex- 
periments of a similar nature are being car- 
ried on in the United States.. Success is al- 
ready claimed for a process that would result, 
it is said, in the manufacture of gasoline that 
could be sold at a profit for 10 cents a gallon. 
The American plan also utilizes low grade 
coal. A small quantity of crude oil is mixed 
with the coal and the volatile gases driven off. 
The gasoline is extracted from the latter. A 
further advantage claimed for this process is 
that the residue of coal and oil may be used 
as fuel, and sold at a price to make the gaso- 
line a costless by-product. 2 

Whatever the merit of the contentions now 
made by the rival inventors, it appears to be 
certain that the time of artificial fuel is not 
far off. The threat of a crude oil shortage, so 
vividly painted by geologists, is by no means 
so alarming when viewed in the light of the 
new discoveries. If the researches of the 
scientists can remove this menace, and at the 
same time provide cheaper gasoline, public 
and national needs will be well served. 


THEATER TICKET GOUGERS, 


The proper disposal of money taken from the 
public by the New York theaters continues to 
be a major question. The Government, horri- 
fied at the disclosure that no tax had been 
paid on the overcharge, is about to collect 


$637,000 from the ticket agencies and theaters. 


The authors, who are usually paid on a per- 
centage basis, now insist that the excess in 
revenue forms a part of the gross receipts, 
and are demanding their share. The stars, who 
often are given a share in the profits, are con- 
sidering the advisability of presenting their 
claim. There has as yet been no suggestion of 
a refund to the public. 
Meanwhile the suggestion that a way be 


found to prevent ticket gouging in the future 


is making little progress. A central agency 
operated by an outside official was considered 
and vetoed. A system of ticket distribution 
controlled by the theaters met with little favor 
from the bigger owners. , A proposal that the 
agencies clean their own house has made but 
slight progress. The difficulty seems to be 
that any one of the solutions involves the prac- 
tice of honesty on the part of all-those involved, 
and honesty in the theater appears to be a 
strange or forgotten commodity. ! 

The latest plan calls for a board of control 
consisting of a representative of the box-office 
men, ticket agencies, actors, dramatists, mana- 
gers and the public. Theoretically, it would 
supervise the distribution of tickets in a legiti- 
mate and equitable way. The system might 
work, but if the public is to have only one vote, 
there appears to be no assurance that it will 
be any ‘less costly than the method now in 
operation. an cat |

Sacco-Vanzetti. 

Brooklyn Eagle: Intelligent people 
everywhere will be impressed by the 
thoroughness and care shown by the 
three distinguished members of the 
advisory committee in examining the 
course of the trial and in preparing 
their report. Their judgment will not 
be accepted by many who, without 
sympathy for the anarchic opinions of 
the accused, still hold that grave in- 
justice has been done by conviction. 
Controversy is likely to persist indefi- 
nitely, assuming, as now seems almost 
certain, that the death sentence will 
be carried out. But to those who con- 
tend that there has Been no miscar- 
riage of justice in the State of Massa- 
chusetts the advisory committee’s re- 
port gives strong reinforcement. Their 
opinions are sustained by three men 
of high repute and acknowledged abil- 
ity, who undertook a difficult task as 
a matter of public duty and discharged 
it conscientiously. 


Commander Byrd’s Purpose.

The Sacco-Vanzetti Case. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
fact that men with any sense of de- 
cency or the slightest regard for the 
interests of society and loyalty to our 
institutions should denounce Gov. 
Fuller and seek further to overthrow 
the verdict of the courts of Massa- 
chusetts, supported by the investiga- 
tion and conclusions of the governor 
and his distinguished aids after three 
months’ exhaustive consideration of the 
case, is incomprehensible and deserves 
the condemnation of every American 
citizen who has the mentality to think 
straight. 

Sacco and Vanzetti were tried by a 
court of competent jurisdiction and 
convicted by the unanimous verdict 
of twelve jurors. Three hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars was raised for 
their further defense, and all the arts 
of propaganda used by the radicals, in 
which they are so skilled, in their be- 
half. Appeal after appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court of the State of 
Massachusetts, which has the highest 
reputation of any supreme court in the 
country for learning and ability.

HUNTING FOR CAUSE OF BALDNESS. 


F you happen to be around Dyn A. R. 
I Reynolds, formerly health commis- 
sioner of Chicago, you want to 
watch ouf, for you are likely to get your 
head felt. He is interested in the cause 
of baldness and he has a theory. It is 
that baldness results fom wearing stiff 
bats. 

As he mingles with people he takes 
note of their hair, its quantity, quality 
and distribution, and also of the shape 
of the head. He may ask the privilege 
of feeiing vour head in order to esti- 
mate the effects of pressure on the 
blood vessels. He is a gentleman and 
whatever he does will be done inoffen- 
sively and in accord with the rules of 
social behavior. 

His theory is that baldness is the re- 
sult of partial starvation of the scalp. 
He does not deny the inheritance theory 
of baldness. When you talk to him 
about the studies which seem to show 
that baldness runs in families; that 
while women belonging to bald fami- 
lies are seldom bald they pass the ten- 
dency on to their sons; that baldness 
follows certain patterns and that these 
seem inheritable; he listens, but while 
you talk he has been sizing up your 
head. 

When you talk to him about neglect 
of the scalp as a cause of baldness, he 


didn’t deserve it. Well, 1 can save 
Damaster, yet.

If the temple region 
bulges, or even if it is flat and has 
no bony prominences to bound it, a 
tight, stiff hat will act as a tourniquet 
in the temple blood vessels.

HERE are times in midsummer 
when all of us languish, Our ap- 
pearances, our states of health, 
our dispositions all suffer.

He 
displayed a questionable United States 
Treasury certificaté. and a check signed 
by Secretary of Tréasury Andrew Mel- 
lon for large denominations, police say, 
when intervi lewing clients. Miss O’Don- 
nell, police were told, introWuced Dr. 
Von Falke to a group of her friends in 
Deal and persuaded them to aid his 
company financially. She had given 
him $3,500, police said. 

Miss O’Donnell was surrendered to 
New Jersey authorities a few days after 
her arrest, but Dr. Von Falke is fight- 
ing extradition. 

While Patrolman L. M. Davis of the 
First Precinct was making an inspec- 
tion of the cells yesterday afternoon Dr. 
Von Falke complained of feeling ill and 
the physician was called.

CURB FLAGSTAFES 
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affirm Action Authorizing 
Erection of Poles. 
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Counsel Believes City May Be 
Liable for Damages 
From Poles. 
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Corporation Counsel William WF, 
| Bride yesterday reported to the Dis- 
| trict Commissioners that he doubted 
whether they had authority to permit 
installation of flag poles at. the curb 
by merchants in front of their stores 
'from which to display the national 
colors on holidays and he added that 
liability for damages for personal or 


property injury as a result of the 
placing of the poles might rest with 
the municipality. 

Notwithstanding this advice the 


Comnuissioners reaffirmed their former 
action officially permitting erection of 
the poles and adopted a final draft of 
an amendment to prevent in future 
recurrence of fe scenes of July 2, the 
Saturday preceding July 4, when mer- 
chants who had set their flags out to 


leave them until Tuesday were re- 
quired to take them down again. 
The regulation now provides that y 


flags may be displayed from Saturday 
noon until Tuesday morning when a 
holiday occurs on Sunday or Monday. 
The Commissioners also added Flag 
Day, June 14, to the days on which 
flags may be displayed from the curh 
| st affs. The other holidays named are 
| Washington’s birthday, Memorial Day, 
| Labor Day and Fourth of July. 


Authority Is Doubted. 


After passing on the language of ths 
proposed amendment, Bride, in his re- 
port, raised the other questions in the 
following language: 

“I consider. it advisable to suggest 
to the Commissioners the doubt as 
to their authority to authorize the use 
of public space for the purpose of these 
metal staffs and to call attention to 
the liability of the municipality, in 
damages, for personal injury or prop- 
erty damage, should such occur by rea- 
son of their presence in the public 
space. The law is well settled that it 
is the duty of the municipality to keep 
its streets in a reasonably safe condi- 
tion for travel and free from unlawful 
obstructions. 

“Whether these flagstaffs come with- 
in the class looked upon as lawful 
structures is a question upon which 
authorities differ. It has not been de- 
cided in this jurisdiction. They can 
not be said to be usual or necessary 
in the use of the street. Neither can 
they be said to be in the interest of 
public health, safety, comfort, or con- 
venience, which might bring them in the 
class of lawful structures. They are, 
in fact, for patriotic display. 

“Of course, by reason of the lightness 
of these staffs and the location at 
which they are placed in the sidewalk 
space, the possibility of personal injury 
or property damage is remote. To the 
extent, however, that they may be re- 
sponsible for a cause of action against 
the municipality, this memorandum is 
submitted for the guidance of the Com- 
missioners in considering future ap- 
plications for permits of this char- 
acter.”
